"ALFALFA  IS  SOUH  OHIJ^EZ  TO  BOSZT..-  Although  the  European  borer    lias  an 
appetite  that  stops  at  px'actically  nothing',  there  being  already  208  host 
plants  in  whicji  it  has  heen  fo^md,  alx"alfa  is  one  plant  wliich  is  not  on 
the  list,    A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient,    liany  people  have  heon  thinit- 
in'7  they  wo-'ild  sow  alfalfa  for  years;  this  is  the  year  to  make  the  good 
resolution  stick." 

"CIRC'J  [STAI'CES  ALTE?:  GASES.-  There  are  some  physical  facts  that  alter  the 
case  a  little.    An  old  nog  lot  or  a  very  fertile  field  can  he  planted 
later  than  one  that  is  shy  on  fertility.    Com  standing  around  on  one  leg, 
waiting  for  delaj^ed  plant  food,  takes  longer  to  aiature  than  corn  that  has 
a  readily  available  source  of  plant  food.    Hence,  this  year,  even  the  farm- 
er v/ho  has  not  "been  accustomed  to  using  fertilizer  will  no  doubt  find  it 
profitable  to  use  co.xmercial  fertilizer,"

The  corn  borer  and  moist,  lov;, 
fertile  lands  li-ve  together,  the  coi-n  borer  particularly  in  great  glee,  Tlie 
fact  is  that  close  a"'jout  Lake  Erie  in  the  fertile  clay  soils,  in  the  hee^rj 
soil  regions  of  Ca^iada,  the  corn  borer  becomes  nuiiioroiis  enough  to  destroy 
a  third  or  a  half  of  fx'.e  crop.    ITo  one  is  going  to  erect  a  bronze  tablet 
or  unveil  a  statiie  to  those  who  obstnict  the  control  mea.sures."
